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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the RCE filed on December 1 0 th 201 0. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/10/10 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-4, 8, 14, 67, 71-75, 77-79 and 81-84 are currently pending. Claims 5-7, 
9-1 1,13, 30, 49-66, 68-70, 76, 80 and 85 are cancelled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 2/20/1 0 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner.

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pg. 8-1 2, with respect to the 1 03 rejection have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -4, 8, 1 4, 67, 71 -75, 77-79 and 81 -84 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent claim 1 
requires a plurality of VMs (virtual machine) on a host computer, a virtual NIC for each 
VM, a plurality of physical NICs to ultimately transfer data over a network, and a NIC 
manager which is part of the virtual software that transfers data between the virtual 
NICs and selects a physical NIC based on NIC management info and VM specific info. 
The art discloses VMs, virtual NICs, NIC managers and a system with multiple NICs, 
but does not teach or suggest all the limitations as claimed when combined with the rest 
of the claim recitations. Therefore the claim is novel and non-obvious in view of the 
prior art of record. Independent claim 71 corresponds to claim 1 and has additional 
limitations. The dependent claims further define the invention and are allowable based 
on their dependency
